WRONG MAN BUT HIS LIMITED

| “Sure,” He Says to Everything 
Police Ask, and They Report 


His “Confession.” 
The limited English vocabulary of 


@ young traveler who alighted from 
a Burlington train at the Washing- 
ton avenue station this morning 
caused his arrest as a suspected fugi- 
tive from justice. The police had re- 
ceived a telegram from Davenport, 
Io., asking: them to head off Arno 
Tonolai, 21 years old, whose descrip- 
tion was given. He was wanted for 
larceny, the message said. 

Two patrolmen at the depot 
thought the young traveler answered 
the. description of the man wanted. 
“Is this Arno Tonolai?’” they asked.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—Charles Ledow-

He is said 
to have “‘tipped"’ the sleeping car porter 
his last dollar to insure prompt filing of 
his telegram to the undertaker.

Because the agreement gives the na- 
tiona] commission the right to penalize 
violators of its rules; gives it the power 
to change or add rules, and also the 
right to judge differences between clubs 
and players, or leagues, Addington de- 
clared, it possessed legislative, judicial 
and executive functions.

MAN'S VERTEBRAL 


Operation by City Hospital Phy- 
sician Expected to Strengthen | 
His Spine. 


In the. effort to cure John Oprisa, 
of 1519 Poplar street, of tuberculosis 
spondylitis, or inflammation ,of the 
vertebrae, city hospital surgeons to- 
day removed a_ splinter of bone 6 
inches long from one of his shin 
bones. This bit of bone, % to 1-10 of 
an inch in width, was taken in order 
to be inserted as a reinforcement in 
the vertebrae, which have been 
weakened by the disease, causing a 
spinal curvature. 

The spinal operation, it was said, 
will be performed by splitting four 
of the lower. vertebrae, within 5 
inches of the base of the spine, and 
inserting the new piece of bone in 
the split. This, it is hoped, will 
strengthen the spine and enable it to 
bear its weight. The operation is 
known as the Albée operation, and 
takes the place of a previous method 
which involved the use of a plaster 
cast for six months or longer. The 
removal of the bit of bone from the 
shin is considered a minor operation, 
not likely .to have any unfavorable 
effect.

FRENCHMAN KILLED 


WIFE TD SAVE His 
PUSITION IN ARMY 


She Refused to Leave Him When 
He Was Warned to Send Her 
Away.and He Shot Her. °

PARIS, Jan. 7.—The second courtmar- 
tial. of the intrenched camp of Paris 
will soon pass on the case of Capt. H-—., 


who is accusea of homicide. Capt. H—— 
had a wife and three children, to whom 
he was particularly attached, but the 
former seems to have hindered his mili- 
tary career by reason of her refusal] to 
be separated from him under any cir- 
cumstances. 

When the avar opened she went to the 
South of France but, learning one day 
that her husband was with his _regi- 
ment at Compiegne, she took ‘the first 
train for that point. This was -at the 
time when the General in Chief issued 
a circular prohibiting all officers and 
soldiers from receiving their wives dur- 
ing the campaign. His superior officers 
remonstrated with Capt. H——, remark- 
ing. that he was compromising his pro- 
motion, and also was likely to spoil his 
chances for the cross of the Legion of 
Honor.

Press Comment Bitter. 

Comment of the British press on the 
airship attack is bitter, many London 
papers assailing the Germans in the 
Same unmeasured language as at the 
time of the Hartlepool naval raid. The 
event is being used as a text for edi- 
torials urging more rapid recruiting. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the only 
tittmg answer is the sending of fresh 
armies to the Continent. The West- 
minster Gazette characterizes the raid 
as a violation of the rules of warfare. 
The Globe urges retaliation in kind, ob- 
serving that there are several flourish- 
ing towns within easy reach of British 
airmen. 

At Yarmouth, which is the largest 
of the towns visited by the aircraft, 
the police today issued a positive 
statement that the raiders were aero- 
planes. The smal! size of the bombs 
and the few missiles dropped sup- 
ports the theory that they were not 
Zeppelins, as those air vessels could 
carry a much more formidable cargo 
of explosives. 

The night was calm, but dark and 
cloudy, which made it impossible for 
the people in the towns over which they 
passed to distinguish even the outline 
of the raiders, though the whirr of their 
propellers and the droning of their mo- 
tors could be heard distinctly. 

The first place visited was the widely 
known seaside resort and fishing town 
of Yarmouth. Two persons, a man and 
@ woman, were killed, a number of other 
persons were injured and much damage 
tc property was done by the raiders dur- 
ing their visit, which lasted less than ten 


minutes. 

When the attack began the authori- 
ties gave instructions that all lights in 
the town be extinguished and other pre- 
cautionary measures were tuken. Few 
signs of panic were seen during the 
raid. 

Apparently the raiders, after visiting 
Yarmouth, flew over Cromer, where they 
cropped bombs and then went to Sher- 
ingham and Beeston. Turning inland 
from there they made for Sandringham, 
dropping explosive missiles there and at 
Kings Lynn.

DUELS AT MANY 


POINTS IN TRANCE 


PARIS, Jan. 20. The War office this 
afternoon gave out an official report as 
follows: 


“From the sea to the Somme, in 
the region of Nieuport, there was 
yesterday a fairly spirited artillery 
engagement, in the course of which 
the enemy endeavored in vain to de- 
stroy our bridge at the mouth of the 
Yser. In the meantime we were suc- 
cessful in demolishing a portion of 
his defenses at this point; also we 
were successful at the Union Farm, 
St. Georges, where the enemy 
had strongly organized his position. 

“In the sector of Ypres and near 
Lens there were, vesterday, artillery 
exchanges of varying intensity. There 
was also a very violent bombardment 
of Blangiy, near Arras, but it was 
not followed by an infantry attack. 

“Irom the Somme to the Argonne 
there has been nothing to report, nor 
has there beer any activity in the 
sector of Soissons or in the vicinity of 
Craonne, or near Rheims. 

“In the region of Camp de Chalons 
as well as to the north of Perthes 
and of Massiges, our artillery direct- 
ed a very effective fire on the field 
works of the enemy. 

“In the Argonne, in the Forest of 
La Grurie, the enemy delivered a 
a violent attack on one of our 
trenches. Our troops who for a 
moment gave way under the shock, 
later recaptured in two counter at- 
tacks all their positions and main- 
tained themselves therein. The first 
of these attacks gave us a greater 
part of these poéitions and the sec- 
ond completed the work. 

“At St. Hubert the Germans blew 
means of a mine, the north- 
eastern projection of our trenches, 
Our troops threw themselves into 
the excavations caused by these ex- 
plosions and prevented the enemy 
from taking possession of them. 

“To the northwest of Pont-a-Mous- 
son, in the Forest of Le Pretre, we 
established ourselves at a distance of 
100 yards in front of the German 
trenches captured by us the day be- 
fore yesterday. At the-end of the 
day (Tuesday) the enemy here deliv- 
ered a counter attack but without 
success.

{t was 10:45 last night when the 
foud wirr of a Zeppelin appfoach- 
ing Kings Lynn was heard. A previous 
warning of its approach had been given 
by the explosion of a bomb which it 
had dropped between the royal village 
of Sandringham and Dersingham, not 
far from The Wash. Reaching Kings 
Lynn, the aerial vistior circled unseen 
over the town and droppped four bombs, 
which exploded with terrific detona- 
tions.

A resident of Kings Lynn told the 
following story of the raid:

-USEDAS EVIDENCE 


Men Operating in Barn Bought 
32,100 Pounds Between Sept. 
2, 1912 and Feb. 8, 1913. 


Bills for pinsdninnictie ‘diuae in the 
stable in the rear of 3636 Morgan street 
when it was raided by revenue officers 
Feb. 9, 1913, and produced in evidence 
today in the United States District Court 
in the trial of Joseph May and William 
Brown, showed that between Sept. 2, 
1912, and Feb. 8, 1913, 563 tubs, containing 
42,100 pounds of white oleo was pur- 
chased. Although only six tubs, con- 
taining 260 pounds of colored oleo, was 
purchased during the same period, 5am 
Greenberg of 1404 Pendleton avenue, who 
bought a butter route from May, testi- 
fied that he delivered # to 50 pounds of 
colored oleo each day and that he re- 
celved only colored oleo from May for 
delivery. 

The business in the barn was con- 
ducted in the name of George Love. 
The license was issued in that name. 
William W. Marshall, a salesman for 
the Blanton Manufacturing Co., which 
supplied the concern with oleo, said he 
fhad visited the place twice a week 
and had never seen ‘‘Love.” He saw 
May there and a man known to him 
as ‘“Pony.’’ 

May and Brown were there when the 
place was raided. The doors were not 
opened on the revenue officers’ demand 
and a hole wag broken in them with 
a sledge hammer. Bulldogs thrust their 
heads through the hole, according to 
the testimony of William H. Collier, 
who conducted the raid, and it was 
necessary to drive them back with am- 
monia guns. 

Greenberg testified that he bought a 
butter route from May in 1912 for $400. 
May told him he could make $2 to $30 
a week. He drove the route two months, 
obtaining all his supplies from the barn. 
He delivered nothing but colored oleo, 
for which he paid May is to 18 cents a 
pound. 

When the Government rested the de- 
fense offered no testimony. The Gov- 
ernment waived its opening argument. 
The defense was given 10 minutes for 
argument and the Government five min- 
utes for closing.

Mayor Hermann declared that he was 
going to force the settlement of the 
trouble between the strikers and their 
employers to an issue. He said he had 
been asked by a committee of strikers to 
intervene with their employers for an 
adjustment of their differences. through 
arbitration. 3 

“I had 150 of the strikers searched for 
arms directly after the shooting,’ he 
declared, “‘and not a single weapon was 
found.” 

Fhe Federal Commission on Industrial 
Relations now holding hearings in New 
York City began today an inquiry into 
the shooting.

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SAVES A CROSS IN 
THE ICY RIVER IN. 
CHURCH CEREMONY 


One of Five Bulgarians Who 
Swim for Emblem Becomes 
Colony’s Hero. 


For jumping into the icy waters of the 
Mississippi River and rescuing a little 
wooden cross, Methodi Dicoff, 23 years 
old, was made the hero of the large 
Bulgarian colony in Granite’ City yes- 
terday and was the guest of honor at a 
ball last night. All the pretty Bulgarian 
girls were eager to dance with the man 
who had saved the cross. 

Dicoff's deed of hardihoed was part of 
a religious ceremony at’ which members 
of the Bulgarian Orthodox Church com- 
memorated the baptism of Christ by 
John the Baptist. The religious part of 
the festival began at 11 a. m. at the 
church, where services were conducted 
by the high priest, Christ Karrabeshoff. 

Five Men Volunteer. 

Handbills were circulated among the 
congregation, telling that the -c«ross 
would be thrown into the river and call- 
ing for volunteers to aive after it and 
bring it back to shore. Five young men, 
Dicoff among them, stood up. 

Then there was a picturesque proges- | 
sion from the church to the river, a 
mile and a half away. Headed by the 
‘High Priest, who was clad in. rich vest- 
ments, nearly 3000 men, wcemen ari 
children of the congregation marched 
to the Mississippi to the music of 2 
Bulgarian band of 530' pieces. Immedi- 
ately behind the High Priest were the 
five yvung men who had volunteered 
to save the cross. 

After some ceremonial piretlintuates 
the High Priest gave a signal, at which 
the volunteers removed ‘their outer 
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clothing and stood in the cold, wintry 
air elad only in swimming trunks, The 
High Priest raised above his head a 
wooden cross about a foot long. 

Saying a prayer he stepped to the 
river bank and threw the cross as far 
out as he could. It cut the, water and 
sank, but quickly came to the surface 
about 75 feet froin the shore. 
At sight of the cross the volunteers 
dived into the water and swam toward 
it. In their zeal and rivalry they strug- 
vled with each other to reach the em- 
hlém of their religious faith. 
Dicoff was first to reach the cross. 
Grasping it in his right hand, he held 
it above his head and gave a shout of 
triumph. As he did so, the high priest 
pronounced a benediction on him. 
The volunteers then swam back io 
shore. Stooping and taking water from 
the river with his hands, the high priest 
sprinkled them with it and gave them 
his blessing. Then, turning, he also 
blessed all those who had taken part in 
the celebration. 

wWoorsteps Are Sprinkled, 

Throwing overcoats on, the volunteers 
then joined in the march of a mile and 
a half back to the church, where the 
religious portion of the celebration was 


i 


completed. On this march the Bul- 
garian band played lively airs, stopping 
on the way to serenade Mayor Kil- 
patrick at the city hall. - 

When the volunteers had gone to their 
homes and changed their clothing they 
again appeared on the streets, each 
carrying a bucket containing water from 
the river, sanctified by the saving of the 
cross and they went about sprinkling 
the doorsteps of all the Bulgarian faith- 
ful. Each family whose doorstep was 
so sprinkled gave a money gift to the 
volunteers, These gifts amounted to 
nearly $600.' Part of it went to the 
church and part to the volunteers, Di- 
coff receiving a larger portion than the 
others. The remainder was used to de- 
fray the éxpenses of the ball which 
lasted until early today.

some things in the line of politica must 
just now be done, before corn can get 
a fair chance. 

Senor Dominguez is going to New York 
and Washington the latter part of this 
week to tell Congressmen and bankers 
of his plan for saving: Mexico. First, he 
proposes that the United State should 
stop sending ammunition into Mexico— 
he cares not how many guns his coun- 
trymen buy, so long a8 no more bullets 
are sold to them. Second, he wishes a 
pan-American tribunal, another A. B. 
C. mediation board, to take Mexico's af- 
fairs in hand, settle them and start a 
new order of things going. Third, he 
wishes American banks to help in a 
general land-division scheme, which 
shall abolish the Mexican peon by mak- 
ing him an independent small farmer, 
and which shall put the soldiers. on 
farme. 

And fourth, as an immediate, siiuetiwe 
measure, he wishes the United States to 
decide what it will do when Mexico's 
hungry hordes pour into Texas, as he 
declares they will certainly do this 
spring, to escape starvation. The Bel- 
sian relief problem will then be repeat- 
ed on American soil, he says, and the 
Texas border region can hardly be ex- 
pected to bear the whole burden. 

Eggs at 50 Cents Each. 
“In Northern Mexico today,’’ Senor 
Dominguez told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “eggs sell at: one peso (60 cents) 
each, and grain is hardly to be had at 
any price. Corn for tortillas (native 
corn cakes) is growing scarcer daily. 
The people are already looking towari« 
Texas as the land of plenty, and be- 
tween going there and starving at home 
no one can doubt what they will do.” 
To say, today, that.the Mexican prob- 
lem is an economic and agrarian one, 
is to repeat a truism, about which there 
is no longer any argument, and whigh 
is familiar to the most casual’ reader. 
But Senor Dominguez was saying this 
long before most persons in this coun- 
try, and some persons in Mexico, .«re- 
alized that there was any Mexican 
problem. His story of his conversa- 
tions on this subject with Porfirio: Diaz, 
Dictator-President, and with Francisco 
I. Madero. leader of the revolution and 
later its martyr, is interesting. 
“I went to Diaz in 1908," he relates. 
“Then his administration was at the 
height of its apparent. power and pres- 
tige. I was known to Diaz through my 
success in raising corn, and my edu- 
cational work among the corn raisers 
of Mexico. I had talked with him sev- 
eral times of agricultural. matters—in 
fact, he had invited ‘me to become a 
member of hissCabinet.. But this time, 
I went to talk with him of the needs of 
Mexico, 
“I reminded him/that Mexico had -but 
two classes, the highest and the lowest, 
and that there was no middle class. !

said and written was confined to the 
large cities, and that the smaller towns 
and the regions off the railroad lines 
still were without schools, without pub- 
iic improvements, and in the condition 
of the fifteenth century. I reminded 
him of the hopeless condition of the 
peon population, working for 0 or % 
cents a day and held in siavery by 
never-paid debts to their employers.

I told him 
he was kindling a fire which was likely 
tv get beyond control,- and which might 
destroy himself. He and his brothers, I 
told him, being the biggest landowners 
in Northern Mexico with one exception, 
had a splendid opportunity to adopt the 
plan of land division. I told him what 
I was doing, and urged him to join 
hands with me. But he shook his head. 
Even then he was hypnotized by his 
evil genius, the master mind which con- 
trolled him, the mind of his brother, 
Gustavo Madero.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Alleged po- 
litical activities of Congressman James 
A. Hamill of New Jersey, W. C. Beer 
of New York and John @. Gray of Wil- 
mington, Del., in procuring the appoint- 
ment of James M. Sullivan as Minister 
to the Dominican Republic were dec- 
scribed yesterday at the investigatioi 
which is being conducted by Senator- 
elect Phelan, of California into Sulll- 
van's fitness to hold office. 

W. 8S. McGunness of Washington, who 
described himself as a pérsonal frien1 
of President McKinley, a ‘Republican 
|| politician,” and “Beer's dog Tray for 
20 years,’”’ testified that Beer and Sulli- 
van had promised him the position of 
Director of Posts in Santo Domingo in 
return for his assistance in promoting 
\Sullivan’s candidacy. The position was; 
to be.a “sinecure,’’ the witness said. 
He described the meetings which he 
said were held between Beer, .Hamiil 
and Sullivan in Washington, previous 
to Sullivan’s appointment, the subject 
of which Was ways and means to get 
the ear of Secretary of. State Bryan. 
Beer, it has been brought out in pre- 
vious testimony, was attorney for the 
Banco Nacional interests in Santo Do- 
mingo, who are charged with schemes 
io exploit contracts with the aid of 
Sullivan. 


Trouble Getting Bryan’s Ear. 
At one of these meetings Beer was 


very indignant, McGunness said, bs- 
caust Manton Wyvell, Mr. Bryan’s sec- 
retary, had failed to deliver what Beer 
described as “‘the strongest sort’’ of a 
letter from former Gov. Glynn of New 
York, presenting Beer to- Secretary 
Bryan. It was decided to get the ad- 
vice ‘of Gray, who Beer had told him 
was Bryan’s personal friend. Beer 
called him on the telephone. 
“T don’t know ‘what Gray said,’’ the 
witness testified, ‘‘but Beer asked Ham- 
ill to see Bryan for them, which he 
did, and got Beer and Sullivan in to 
see him.’’ 
Some time after this, McGunness said, 
he was with Beer when Hamill came in 
and said: 
‘“T have just comé from Joe Tumulty. 
Word has reached the White House that 
you (Beer) are a stockholder and direc- 
tor in the Banco Nacional.”’ Beer’s re- 
ply was, the witness sald, that he had 
a right as an American citizen to in- 
vest his money where he wanted to. 
After Sullivan’s appointment, the wit- 
ness said, he was asked by Beer to get 
Lon Owens to use his influence with 
Senator Burton of Ohio to vote for Sul- 
livan’s confirmation. This he did not 
do, for by that time he had “‘learned 
what was going on.’’ 

“Trail Along on Edge.’ 
‘“T washed my hands of the business,”’ 
McGunness said, “‘but I decided to trail 
along on the edge and see what was 
going on.’ 
He said he saw Sullivan in Washing- 
ton while the Minister was there on 
leave of absence and asked him how 
things were going. 
“They’re going fine, Bill,’ Sullivan 
{said, according to the witness. ‘The 
big chief (Beer) will not only be- finan- 
cial agent of Santo Domingo, but of 
Nicaragua as well, as John Gray has 
got him next to Bryan, and Gray is the 
closest friend Bryan has.’’ 
Meeting Beer a few minutes later, the 
witness said, he told him what Sullivan 
had said, and that Beer had replied: 
“For God's sake keep quiet about that.”’ 
Last summer, McGunness said, he saw 
Hamill and the latter appeared to be 
‘‘disgusted with Beer and his methods.”’ 
Commissioner Phelan announced that 
Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to Presi- 
dent Wilson, had asked and been grant- 
ed permission to testify. Tumulty has 
been mentioned in the testimony as be- 
ing hostile to Walker W. Vick, former 
Receiver-General of Customs on the 
‘island, who resigned and brought 
charges against Sullivan. 
The Commissioner procured from Vick 
the name of the man who, Vick said 
yesterday, had told him a postmaster- 
ship had been promised the man who 
would ‘‘get’’ him.

Witness at ‘Hearing Says Con- 
gressman Helped W. C. Beer 
Get Minister Named. 
TUMULTY IS TO TESTIFY 
John G. Gray Said to Have Been 


Used to Get the.Ear of 
Secretary Bryan. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—Alleged po- 
litical activities of Congressman James 
A. Hamill of New Jersey, W. C. Beer 
of New York and John @. Gray of Wil- 
mington, Del., in procuring the appoint- 
ment of James M. Sullivan as Minister 
to the Dominican Republic were de- 
scribed yesterday at the investigatiou 
which is being conducted by Senator- 
elect Phelan, of California into Sulll- 
van's fitness to hold office. 

W. 8. McGunness of Washington, who 
described himself as a pérsonal frien 
of President McKinley, a “Republican 
“Beer’s dog Tray for 
20 years,”’ testified that Beer and Sulli- 
van had promised him the position of 
Director of Posts in Santo Domingo in 
return for his assistance in promoting 
.Sullivan’s candidacy. The position was 
to be a “‘sinecure,’’ the witness said. 
He described the meetings which he 
said were held between Beer, .Hamill 
and Sullivan in Washington, previous 
to Sullivan's appointment, the subject 
of which Was ways and means to get 
the ear of Secretary of State Bryan. 
Beer, it has been brought out in pre- 
vious testimony, was attorney for the 
Banco Nacional interests in Sante Do- 
mingo, who are charged with schemes 
io exploit contracts with the aid. of 
Sullivan. 


Trouble Getting Bryan’s Ear. 
At one of these meetings Beer was 


very indignant, McGunness said, bs- 
caust Manton Wyvell, Mr. Bryan’s sec- 
retary, had failed to deliver what Beer 
described as “‘the strongest sort’’ of a 
letter from former Gov. Glynn of New 
York, presenting Beer to Secretary 
Bryan. It was decided to get the ad- 
vice -of Gray, who Beer had told him 
was Bryan’s personal friend. Beer 
called him on the telephone. 
“T don't know ‘what Gray said,” the 
witness testified, ‘but Beer asked Ham- 
ill to see Bryan for them, which he 
did, and got Beer and Sullivan in to 
see him.”’ 
Some time after this, McGunness said, 
he was with Beer when Hamill came in 
and said: 
'“T have just comé from Joe Tumulty. 
Word has reached the White House that 
you (Beer) are a stockholder and direc- 
tor in the Banco Nacional.” Beer’s re- 
ply was, the witness said, that he had 
a right as an American citizen to in- 
vest his money where he wanted to. 
After Sullivan’s appointment, the wit- 
ness said, he was asked by Beer to get 
Lon Owens to use his influence with 
Senator Burton of Ohio to vote for Sul- 
livan’s confirmation. This he did not 
do, for by that time he had ‘‘learned 
what was going on.’’ 

“Trail Along on Edge.’ 
‘‘T washed my hands of the business,’’ 
McGunness said, ‘“‘but I decided to trail 
along on the edge and see what was 
going on.’ 
He said he saw Sullivan in Washing- 
ton while the Minister was there on 
leave of absence and asked him how 
things were going. 
“They’re going fine, Bill,”’ Sullivan 
said, according to the witness. ‘The 
big chief (Beer) will not only be- finan- 
cial agent of Santo Domingo, but of 
Nicaragua as well, as John Gray has 
got him next to Bryan, and Gray is the 
closest friend Bryan has.”’ 
Meeting Beer a few minutes later, the 
witness said, he told him what Sullivan 
had said, and that Beer had replied: 
“For God’s sake keep quiet about that.” 
Last summer, McGunness said, he saw 
Hamill and the latter appeared to be 
‘disgusted with Beer and his methods.”’ 
Commissioner Phelan announced that 
Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to Presi- 
Gent Wilson, had asked and been grant- 
ed permission to testify. Tumulty has 
been mentioned in the testimony as be- 
ing hostile to Walker W. Vick, ‘former 
Receiver-General of Customs on the 
‘island, who resigned and _ brought 
charges against Sullivan. 
The Commissioner procured from Vick 
the name of the man who; Vick said 
yesterday, had told him a postmaster- 
ship had been promised the man who 
would ‘“‘get’’ him.

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They Differ With New York Jus- 
tice Who Declared Quarrels 
Were to Be Expected. 


St. Louis Circuit Judges are aghast at 
the dictum of Supreme Court Justice 
Blanchard of New York City, who last 
Monday ruled that fights between hus- 
pand and wife are about as essential to 
married life as children. A Post-Dis- 


patch reporter, in getting the views of 
five St. Louis Judges, who pass upon 
hundreds of divorce cases, did not find 
one who adhered to the New York 
Judge’s unusual attitude. | 

Judge Blanchard, in passing upon a 
divorce suit, said about half of the peo- 
ple of any normal] community indulge in 
fights, and that if he granted a separa- 


in New York could apply for a separa- 
tion on the same grounds. Testimony 
showed the husband choked his bride, 
about as often as she hit him, but the 
husband had charged ‘his wife was 
‘inhuman and cruel’ throughout theér 
marriage venture of eight months. “It 
was only a family row,’’ Judge ‘Blanch- 
ard said, as he sent the couple on their 
way without granting a separation. 
Judge Kimmel’s View. 

Judge Karl Kimmel thought that 
physical force in settling their dis- 
putes, as in the New York case heard 
by Judge Blanchard, the Court might 
decide under the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules and declare the bout a 
draw. When a Police Judge, Kimmel 
said he frequently heard facts and cir- 
Cunmstances under which the only ef- 
1ective remedy was the application of 
some physical force. However, he 
pointed out, the law does not counte- 
rance a man beating his wife, or vice 
versa. 

At common law, Judge Kimmel said, 
a man was not guilty of assault upon 
his wife unless he beat hér with a 
stick of a certain dimension, but the 
common law rule does not obtain in 
this modern day. ,; 

Judge W. M. Kinsey thought 99 out of 
100 cases where separation was caused 
by quarrels ending in physical violence 
between husband and wife, are not of 
sufficient consequence to entitle either 
party to divorce and could be amicably 
adjusted. Such fights are common, he 
said, but certainly are not conducive 
to happiness or essential to married 
life. 

It may be, Judge Wilson Taylor de- 
clared, that fights sometimes make life 
sweeter to a couple after they have 
kissed and made up, but he would not 
recommend them as a good thing. A 
great many divorce cases, he said, are 
the result of family rows between hus- 
bands and wives, although many mar- 
ried persons, who are constantly at log- 
gerheads, never seek divorce, but live 
together until one or the other dies. 
They are the class of persons, he said, 
who believe in “fighting to a finish.””’ He 
did not think fights essential to married 
life, but said they often were incident 
to it and occurred, notwithstanding the 
couple might be very devoted to each 
other. 

Judge J. Hugo Grimm said nature did 
not intend that persons be ugly to- 
ward each other, but many persons 
cannot help acting that way. For them. 
he said, the curtain of charity should 
be drawn. He advised persons contem- 
plating matrimony to try to avoid rows: 

Family rows are not. as frequent as 
the New York Judge says, at least not 
in St. Louis, Judge James E. Withrow 
finds. He thought. climatic conditions 
‘might have something to do -with the 
great number of family rows'in New 
York. P 

“Couples ought to try to get along 
without jars, and certainly they should 
not strike each other,’’ he declared. 
“There is an old saying. that a man 
who lays his hand on a woman, save 
in love, is a brite. No matter what 
happens he should never in anger re- 
sort to physical violence against his 
wife.”’

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BODY OF MISSING 
WOMAN FOUND IN 
CHEST IN HOME 


Deputy Coroner Says Death Was 
From Suffocation; No Marks. 
of Violence. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. #.—The body 
of Mrs. Minnie Hunter, 39 years old, 
who had been missing since .Monday 
afternoon, was found by her husband, 
Frank A. Hunter, when he lifted the 
lid of a cedar chest in thelr home, yes- 
terday afternoon. Dr. J. O. Donaldson 
said Mrs. Hunter had been dead about 
20 hours. 

Hunter and his son had slept near 
the chest Monday night. According to 
the report of a Deputy Coroner, Mrs. 
Hunter's death was caused by suffo- 
cation. No marks of violence were 
on her body. 

Mrs. Hunter was last seen alive at 4 
c’clock Monday afternoon by Mrs. E. 
J. Umstead, a neighbor, who talked 
with her at the Hunter home. 

A. Hunter Jr., a son, returned from 
éechool shortly afterward, and found the 
house empty. 

Hunter, general manager and part 
owner of the Hunt Saw & Machine 
Co., returned home at 9 o'clock, and 
was told by his son of Mrs. Hunter’s 
absence. Supposing she had gone fo 
a social gathering or was visiting 
friends, he went to bed. 

On awakening Tuesday morning Hunt- 
er found his wife was not at home. He 
made a futile search most of the day. 
At last, thinking that if his wife had 
gone out she probably would have worn 
her furs, Hunter went to the bedroom 
of his son, where was the cedar chest jn 
which the furs were kept, and lifted 
the lid. He found the body of his wife, 
fully dressed, her face dewnward, resat- 
ing on the knees. 

“Mrs. Hunter had a rheumatic heart 
and I have frequently been called to 
treat her for this trouble,’’ Dr. Donald- 
son said. “It appeared to me as though 
she had been stricken and fallen into the 
chest.’’ 

The chest is about 4 feet long, 2 feet 
wide and about.9 feet deep, and has a 
heuvy lid. Mrs. Hunter’s furs were 
found in it. : 

Despite the statement of Dr. Donald- 
son, the police are still working on the 
case, which they claim has peculiar 
engles. 

Mrs. Hunter’s body was doubled up in 
the box in a peculiar position, her height 
being 5 feet 6 inches. The police admit 
that mysterious circumstances surround 
the death, but offer no solution of the 
case.

Today’s Suit Attacking O.. B. 
as Trust May See Defense 


| Based on a New Act. 


| CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—Forces of organ- 
izeG@ baseball, attacked by the Federal 
League as a combination operating in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
were ready to go before Judge Landis 
in the United States District Court to- 
day, to fight a motion for an injunc- 
tion sought by the Federals. 


Several hours were expected to be 
taken up in the presentation of argu- 
ments, by attorneys, for both sides. The 
le of the hearing is problematical. 
If Judge Landis decides to call on any 
of the 49 signers of affidavits as oral 
witnesses, e hearing, it.is expected, 
will continue pe several days. 

None of the attorneys or executives 
of the three leagues was of the opin- 
ion that oral witnesses would be called. 
All of those named in the charges have 
filed affidavits... Men identified with the 

erican and National League filed 
3%, while the Federal lLeaguers, in 
maki their poe Aa presented them in 
19 swo atatements. 

Briefly the facts in the suit are as 

llows: 


You See, It Is This Way— 


The Federal League seeks to dissolve 
organized baseball, which operates ung 
der the so-called national agreement, as 


it is alleged it violates the anti-trust 
law. Organized baseball includes prac- 
ucally every league in the nation, ex- 
clusive of the Federal organization. 

The Federals also seek to enjoin the 
individual defendants from interfering 
with players now under contract to the 
Federal organization and also asks that 
the contracts with players made by the 
defendants and each of them under the 
national agreement be declared null, 
void and of no effect. 

If the Federals are successful in 
the quest for temporary injunction, 
steps will be immediately taken to 
obtain a permanent order. 


Should contracts be declared null 


Yand void, it would make “free agents” 


of all players except such as are now 
signed by equitable contracts. 


The defense of organized baseball 
that it does not operate in violation 
of the anti-trust law, will be based 
on section 6 of the Clayton act, re- 
cently passed by Congress, it was 
reported today. The section which at- 
torneys for the defense are expected 
to cite reads: 


The O. B.’s Defense Planned 


“That the labor of a human being 
is not a commodity or article. of com- 
merce.” As the Federals’ bill alleges 


that organized baseball is a trust in 
“restraint of trade and commerce,” 

the attorneys for the defendant, it 

was said, will contend that as organ- 
ized baseball deals onhy -in labor, it 
eannot violate the-«law. 

* Arguments for the defendants will be 
resented ae George Wharton Pepper of 
hiladeliphia, ‘counsel for the National 
ague e will be aided by Samuel L. 

Clement of Philadelphia and several other 
attorneys engaged by the individual de- 
fendants. eene Addington of Chicago 
and Edward Gates of Indianapolis, with 
several assistants, will be in charge of the 
case for the Federals. 

Practically every person connected with 
the American, National and Federal 
Leagues in an executive capacity was in 
Chicago to attend the hearing. Several 
managers and players of the various clubs 
also were present.
